BY BANDITS 


Registered Mail Rifled and 


Large Sum Obtained. 


•JET THE EN6INE RUN WILD 


After Looting the M ails the Robbers 


Sent the Car and the Engine Crash­ 


ing Into the Rest of the Train, In­ 


juring Twelve Persons— Great North­ 


ern Offers Big Reward for Capture 


of the Highwaymen. 


Spokane, Wash., May 17.—In the 
holdup of Great Northern passenger 
train 
No. 
3 
between 
Colbert 
and 
Mead twelve persons were Injured 
when the engine and mail car, run 
wild down the track by the bandits 
after they had rifled the mails, col­ 
lided with the rem aining cars of the 
train. 
The bandits detached the en­ 
gine and mail car from the train, ran 
them down the track and after the 
registered mail had been opened, sent 
them hack to collide with the cars 
standing on the track. 
The conductor saw the wild cars 
coming at a rate of twenty-flve miles 
an hour and he and a trainman placed 
a tie on the track In an effort to stop 
them . 
When the train 
reached 
Colbert 
some switching had to he done. While 
the engine crew was busy, two men 
appeared in the cab and ordered En­ 
gineer William Miller to couple the 
engine to the train and pull out. After 
th e train had proceeded a few miles 
tho engineer was ordered to stop, and 
he and his fireman were forced to 
leave 
the cab. 
Two 
robbers 
then 
went to the door of the mail car and 
ordered it opened. 
Their commands 
w ere obeyed by Benjam in F. Stumps, 
m ail 
clerk. 
Meanwhile 
two 
other 
bandits were with the engineer and 
fireman, who 
were 
uncoupling 
the 
m all car and the locomotive. 
Soon 
after the train stopped, the conductor 
C. L. Robertson, jumped from the car 
but was driven back by a dozen re 
volver shots. 
Hastily climbing into 
the cab, the outlaws sent the engine 
down the track, how far is not known. 
Half an hour after the engine and 
m ail car had disappeared they were 
seen coming down the track and hur­ 
ried preparations were made^ to ditch 
the runaway, but without complete 
success. 
Two special train loads of deputies 
were 
hurried 
from 
Spokane 
when 
word of the holdup was received. Doc­ 
tors also were taken out on the train 
to care for the injured. 
Chief Ryan 
of Hillyard went out with a posse 
and watched all roads leading toward 
Spokane. 
No trace of the robbers was 
found. 
It is reported that the bandits 
obtained a large sum of money from 
the registered mail, the amount being 
placed at $20,000. 
As the robbers entered the cab at 
Colbert, one said to the engineer: 
“You have heard of us before.” indi­ 
cating that they had been involved in 
other train holdups in the vicinity of 
Spokane the past few months. 
The Great Northern has offered a 
reward of $10,000 for each robber cap­ 
tured. 


Police Chief Wounded. 
Lublin, Russian Poland, May 17.— 
Captain Ulieh, chief of police, was 
mortally wounded and two policemen 
seriously injured in one of the prin­ 
cipal parks of the city by a band of 
men with revolvers. 
Two assailants 
were arrested.

Fireman Killed In Wreck. 
Mason City, la., May 17.—Fireman 
Clarence Storr was instantly killed, 
Conductor McCune was seriously in­ 
jured- and Engineer Quigley was hurt 
in a wreck on the Chicago and North­ 
western. 
It was a lone engine back­ 
ing up from Joice to help out a stalled 
stock train. 
The tender left the track 
and went down a fifteen-foot embank­ 
ment. 
Storr was caught under the 
engine and life instantly extinguished. 


Victim of Appendicitis. 
New York, May 17.— Dr. Gerardus H. 
Wynkoop, one of the first physicians 
in America to perform the operation 
for the removal of the veriform ap­ 
pendix, is dead here. 
W hile the na­ 
ture of his malady puzzled other phy­ 
sicians, he diagnosed the disease him­ 
self as appendicitis. 


SENATE GETS TO 
WORK EARLIER 


Hopes to Expedite Final Action 


on the Tariff BHL 


KOREA NOW RULING ITSELF 


And They Are Expected to Go Back 


to Work Soon— Postal Employes Hold 


a Meeting And Resolve to Continue 


the Struggle to a 
Finish— Revolu­ 


tionary Speeches Made by Some of 


the Labor Leaders. 


Paris, May 17.—The postal strike is 
practically dead. 
The government of­ 
ficials announce that only 400 men 
are out, and these are expected to re­ 
turn to work soon. 
At a meeting 3,- 
000 postal employes listened to vio­ 
lent harangues from the labor lead­ 
ers, who prophesied that grave events 
would happen in the direction of ac­ 
tion by outside unions. 
A resolution 
was adopted that the struggle be con­ 
tinued to a finish. 
Two other meetings under auspices 
of organized union syndicates were 
characterized by some revolutionary 
speeches, in which it was declared 
that “the workmen’s 1793 is at hand.” 
M. Pataud, the electricians’ leader, 
evoked enthusiasm when he recom­ 
mended the overthrow of the existing 
regime. 
One of the speakers, how­ 
ever, admitted that many unions were 
not ready to strike and the assem­ 
blies broke up after adopting resolu­ 
tions proclaiming the solidarity of the 
postal employes. 
The desperation of the strike lead­ 
ers is evinced by the fact that de­ 
structive measures are now being car­ 
ried out, following threats recently 
made. 
A gang in an automobile cut 
thirty of the chief outgoing cables at 
various points on the outskirts of 
Paris. 
The 
police caught one man. 
There have 
been several 
cases of 
wire cutting in the provinces. 
Oil 
and other fluids have been poured in­ 
to boxes. 
In one instance the oil was 
set on fire, 
many letters 
being de­ 
stroyed. 


VIOLENT 
SPEECHES 
MADE 


Relieved of Jap Supervision for First 


Time in Two Years. 
Seoul, Korea, May 17.— Obeying a 
sudden summons from Prince Ito, Ja ­ 
panese resident general in Korea, who 
is now in Japan, Viscount Sone, vice 
resident general, left, for Tokio and 
for the first time in two years affairs 
of the Korean government are being 
administered by the Korean cabinet 
Without supervision of Japanese offi­ 
cials. 
This is taken as evidence that Ja ­ 
pan has full confidence in the minis­ 
ters and is well satisfied that the 
country 
has 
been 
completely tran­ 
quilized. 
The cabinet will be in some meas­ 
ure guided by the advice of K. Nabo- 
shima. director of the foreign depart­ 
ment of residency, while Japanese of­ 
ficials are away. 
There is reason to believe that the 
recall of Viscount Sone indicates that 
the resignation of Prince Ito is pend­ 
ing. 
lf this is true, it is believed here 
that Viscount Sone has already been 
selected to succeed to that position. 
In this case it is considered certain 
that there will be no change in the 
government of Korea, as it is believed 
that the policies outlined by Prince 
Ito will be closely followed by his 
successor.

The Catholic societies for 
some days previous to the celebration 
sent out requests that the people deco­ 
rate, and the response was general. 
The royalist committees of Paris 
seized the occasion to give a dinner 
of 800 covers in honor of the Duke of 
Orleans. 
The company sang royalist 
songs, and violent speeches were made 
against

republic.

Breton denounced the idea that Joan 
of Arc, if alive today, would be any­ 
thing hut a royalist Catholic and said 
that the beatification of Joan of Arc 
should unite all in common action. 
When he proposed a toast to the Duke 
of Orleans, those present shouted: 
“Long live the king; 
down with 
the republic.” 
At the conclusion of the banquet a 
number of the younger section at­ 
tempted tc form a parade, despite ob­ 
jections of the police, who finally 
broke up the procession and tore down 
the

NOW A PRISONER 


IN NEW YORK CITY 


Broughton Brandenburg Anxious 


to Explain His Actions. 


New 
York,

17.— Broughton 
Brandenburg, 
the 
magazine 
writer 
whose troubles quickly followed the 
publication of a letter in the New 
York Tim es last fall purported to 
have been written by the late Grover 
Cleveland, is a prisoner in New York 
after being brought from San Fran­ 
cisco.

Battleship W ill Have No Trouble Re­

Natchez, Miss., May 17.— If there 
had been any doubt as to the stage of 
water in the Mississippi river for the 
trip of the battleship of that name to 
Natchez, it would he removed by the 
forecast issued by Section Director 
Belden of the United States weather 
bureau at Vicksburg, who predicts a 
stage of close to forty-three feet at 
Vicksburg on May 24, which means a 
stage of forty-four feet at Natchez as 
late as May 26. 
The battleship will arrive here on 
Friday evening and leave on its re­ 
turn to the gulf on Tuesday, May 25. 
The channel is wide enough for the 
ship to make two or three turns, this 
turn being the only one she will make 
In the river, except one she will make 
at New Orleans on the way down. 
Natchez is making elaborate prepa­ 
rations for the celebration of the bat­ 
tleship’s stay in this port.

It was the treasure box of the Wells- 
Fargo 
company

practically all the gold and silver from 
the mining camps that was the special 
object of the old time stagecoach high­ 
wayman. A shrewd band of robberg 
would not hold up a stage unless they 
had good reason to think it carried a 
large shipment of gold, and they used 
every means to find out when these 
shipments would be made. The com­ 
pany, on the other hand, tried to de­ 
ceive and trap them, and there was a 
war of wits as well as weapons. A fa­ 
vorite method of the company when 
their stages had been repeatedly rob­ 
bed by some band 
whose success 
showed they had inside information as 
to the time of shipment was to let a 
rumor leak out that on a certain day a 
large amount of gold dust would be 
secretly sent out by special stage. 
This, of course, would reach the ears 
of some of the band and a robbery be 
duly organized. A spy would see a 
number of heavy boxes placed aboard 
and report all well. When the high­ 
waymen halted the stage the driver 
and guard would meekly give up and 
crawl to the ground. Then just when 
the bands had grown careless from 
easy success there poured from the 
loopholed coach a deadly fire that at 
such short range wiped out the entire 
gang at the first volley, for the coach 
was a decoy, filled not with gold, but 
with men expert with the rifle.

Kings of the Air 


Orville and Wilbur Wright, Famous Aeronauts, Who Are to Be 
Honored by the Aero Club of America and by Medals 
From Congress — Though Courted by Kings 
and Lionized In Europe, They Care Lit­ 
tle For Fame and Publicity.

Orville started to Fort Myer 
tho world knew little about 
them except that they were a mystery, 
that they belonged to a bunch of in­ 
ventors who were trying to fly and 
th at some people said they had suc­ 
ceeded. 
Now they return the lions of 
Europe, the courted of kings, them­ 
selves the acknowledged kings of the 
air. They are met in New York with 
a reception such as is given only to 
the most eminent political leaders or 
.to homecoming conquerors. Their own 
city of Dayton, O., is to have a two 
days’ fete in their honor, at which the 
governor of the state and other high 
dignitaries are to attend. The Aero Club 
of America is to present them with a 
medal, the president of the United 
States oflfciating; congress votes them 
another medal on behalf of the whole 
nation, while the newspapers from 
ocean to ocean teem with their praises. 
,Thls is climbing some for a humble 
►United Brethren bishop's sons who 
but a few years ago were running a 


slat in the work. 
During the months of June and July 
the brothers will complete their exper­ 
iments at Fort Myer, where Orville 
was making a series of testa at the 
time of the fatal accident that killed 
Lieutenant Selfrldge and Injured the 
inventor himself. 
These are the only 
flights that will be made in America. 
After about three months In their own 
land the inventors will hasten back to

The bird of fame has a delight­ 
ful way of lighting where it listeth, 
and those on w’hom it descends are as 
liable to be plowboys, rail splitters 
and mechanics as they are to be the 
pet children of fortune decorated with 
long lists of university degrees. 
Tho Wrights are entitled to all the 
honors they are receiving, and more. 
It will require future ages to fill the 
due measure of their fame. 
Whatever 
they have accomplished bas been by 
their own efforts. 
The few attempts 
previously made to navigate heavier 
than air machines wore of little help 
to them. They hod to test every step 
j 
of the way by practical experiment; I 
they had to learn to fly by flying, j 
After the wonder Is accomplished It 1 
looks comparatively simple, but it was 
anything but simple in the trying out 
stages. The chief difficulties were not 
mechanical, but scientific. 
The great 
problem was that of balance, the over­ 
coming of air currents. Here they had 
nothing to guide them and were com­ 
pelled to build up a science of air re­ 
sistances, to model and remodel motors 
and propellers, rudders and wings, to 
learn the details of gliding flight and 
to perfect their machines until equal 
to all demands. 
One of the great se­ 
crets of their success is a contrivance 
for shifting the angles of their planes 
as does a soaring bird. 
Contrary to 
general belief, however, they gained 
no ideas from birds until they them­ 
selves had flown. Then they could see 
the reasons for the maneuvers of the 
feathered folk and gained valuable 
hints. 
One does not learn to ride a 
bicycle by watching some one else do 
It, but once having done the trick the 
methods of another become intelligible. 
When Taft Presents Medals. 
The date set for the presentation of 
medals by President T aft to these two 
famous Americans is June IO. 
The 
Dayton reception is June 17 and 18. 
The brothers do not take kindly to the 
last named festival of praise. 
They 
say they are too busy. 
Besides, they 
seem to care little for fame and are 
averse to publicity. 
The real reason 
may lie still deeper. Through the long 
years when they were working in com­ 
parative poverty to perfect their in­ 


kilometers, and promised to be present 
at his experiments in Home." 
The same correspondent who spun 
the fairy tale about the manner in 
which Wilbur W right turned down 
royalty throws a few more rhetorical 
flipflaps in describing the way the 
common people of France looked at 
the new marvel: 
“After Wilbur Wright has performed 
one of his spectacular conquests of the 
air In face of a thunder of applause 
from hysterical Frenchmen—some of 
them ‘so excited that they couldn't 
speak, only splutter,’ as Wilbur Wright 
himself described 
them—what does 
this conquering Yankee hero do as he 
touches the earth? 
“To the sheer amazement of the 
frantic spectators, he Just stands back 
and while chewing a whisp of straw, 
twirls mechanically a piece of stick or 
begins whittling. 
This Is the simon 
pure Yankee at the court of King 
Arthur. 
“When M. Barthon, the French min­ 
ister of public works, who had been 
Invited by W right to take a trip along 
with him, alighted, he was so trans­ 
ported that he Jumped on the invent­ 
or’s shoulders, 
wrapped 
his 
arms 
around his neck and gave him a re­ 
sounding kiss through mere exhilara­ 
tion. 
You may picture for yourself 
the blank astonishment of the stolid 
Yankee flier!” 
Description of the Machine. 
The W right brothers’ aeroplane has 
been described as looking like a street 
car with the sides and ends knocked 
out, leaving only the top and floor with 
frail uprights holding them together. 
The machine sails sidewise, with its 
great planes extended like the wings of 
a bird. 
But the details can best be given In 
the words of Orville Wright himself. 
“The machine,” he says, “is forty feet 
wide over all . ad about thirty from 
stem to stern about eight feet high. 
“It has one motor, of our own make, 
which develops twenty-five to thirty 
horsepower. It differs from many mo­ 
tors in that it has no carburetor. 
We 
pump the gasoline directly into the in­ 
take pipes, 
where the 
mixture 
is 
formed. 
We thus get a constant mix­ 
ture and avoid carburetor troubles en­ 
tirely. 
No; we don’t want to control 
the speed of the motor. 
We adjust it 
to run at its best and leave it alone. 
The speed at which we fly is governed 
by the planes and the resistance we 
offer to the air. 
“The frame is made of silk, spruce 
and ash. The webbing is of unbleached 
muslin, and there are about 500 square 
feet to the lifting planes. 
The ma­ 
chine weighs about 800 pounds with­ 
out supplies, operator or passengers 
and when In use has about two pounds 
of weight for every lift In square foot 
of plane. 
This is greater than some 
birds and less than some. 
“You see, the faster you go the less 
lifting or supporting surface you need. 
This machine is destined to go forty 
miles an bour. 
“We have a horizontal rudder in 
front and a vertical one behind, but 
the control of an aeroplane is not the 
same as that of an airship such as a 
dirigible. 
The angle pf incidence of 
the planes to the air is regulated by 
the speed we travel and the surface 
of the planes. 
To alter them by the 
lavers alters the action of the aero­ 
plane, but the angle of incidence re­ 
mains about the same, except momen­ 
tarily. 
We bend our planes in use, 
twisting them into different curves. 
We have worked from the helicoid 
curve for a long time. 
“There are three levers for the con­ 
trol of the airship. Two may be used 
with one hand and at once. The other 
controls the rudder and not the planes. 
“Is it hard to learn to run an aero­ 
plane? I should not think it would be 
so very difficult now, but It does re­ 
quire a knack, as riding the bicycle 
does. 
We had to do everything at 
once and learn riding as well.” 
Natural Inventors. 
These famous inventors are the sons 
of Bishop Milton Wright of Dayton. 
Wilbur was bom near Milville, Ind., 
on April 16. 1867; Orville in Dayton, 
Aug. 19, 1871. Both brothers are rath­ 
er tall and slight, both are precise, 
scientific, reticent and almost cold in 
manner, and neither apparently cares 
for money or fame. They are natural 
inventors, having learned wood en­ 
graving while mere boys aud having 
constructed a printing press out of a 
little old rubber, some cord wood, part 
of a buggy top and a few other odds 
and ends picked up in the back yard at 
home. 
Then the bicycle craze came 
along, and they started a bicycle re­ 
pair shop and from this went into the 
untried fleU of airship invention. 
After his recovery from the Fort 
Myer accident Orville Wright joined 
his brother in France and was accom­ 
panied by a sister. Katherine, who had 
nursed him back to health. 
France 
showered her delight on the whole 
family. 
Wilbur remained the lion, as 
the actual ascension work was done 
by him, but the brunt of the social 
duties were taken off his shoulders by 
the brother and sister. Miss Katherine 
keenly enjoyed it all, the banquets, 
honors and excitement repaying her 
for the Ion;, years when she was sym­ 
pathized with as being the sister of 
those “two crazy brothers,” as their

Washington, May 17.—A curious ant 
remarkable situation has arisen • u 
spectlng the order of the interstate 
commerce commission in the ’’Spo 
kane rate case.” 
The commission 
which Saturday postponed until July 
I the time * when the order shall be 
come effective, wrestled with that 
case for more than a year. 
It in 
volved many intricate points of law 
and of railway freight rate making, 
and, as it almost certainly would 
reach the courts eventually for final 
determination, the commission was 
at great pains to render a decision 
that might withstand the inspection 
of the reviewing tribunal. 
The opinion was carefully written 
by Commissioner Prouty and by law­ 
yers It is regarded as one of the ablest 
decisions ever handed down by the 
commission. 
Based on the opinion an order was 
Issued directing the railroads doing 
business between Chicago and 
St. 
Paul and the city of Spokane m aterial­ 
ly to reduce their rates. 
The order 
was made applicable not only to the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
routes, but also to the Union Pacific, 
1he Oregon Short Line and the Ore­ 
gon Railroad and Navigation company 
—the Harriman lines. 


Harrim an Lines Sought Relief. 
After the promulgation of the order 
the Harriman lines asked the commis­ 
sion to be relieved from the effect of 
the order, first, because no direct line 
leading from St. Paul to Omaha was 
included in the order, thus rendering 
it impossible for the Harriman lines, 
even if they desired, to establish rates 
from St. Paul; and, second, because 
the distance from Chicago to Spokane 
via the Harriman lines was much 
greater—approximately 
400 
miles— 
than from Chicago to Spokane via 
the Great Northern and Northern Pa­ 
cific. 
The commission, after a hearing, 
granted a temporary suspension of the 
order as far as it affects the H arri­ 
man lines, but leaving it effective so 
far as the Great Northern and North­ 
ern Pacific are concerned. 
The commission is in doubt as to 
the ultimate application of the order 
to the Harriman lines, but proposes 
to reopen the case with a view to as­ 
certaining all the facts, if that be 
possible. There is a strong feeling 
in the commission that the rates fixed 
by its order ought to be made to ap­ 
ply to all of the roads, irrespective of 
distance, because the order affects the 
rates at points on the Harriman sys­ 
tem which are not reached by either 
tfie Great Northern or Northern Pa­ 
cific. 
It has been intimated, however, that 
there may be some ulterior reasons 
for the special desire of the Harriman 
lines not to have the order made ap­ 
plicable to them and for their appa­ 
rent willingness to relinquish 
the 
Chicago-Spokane 
business.
